THE RAILROAD ROBBERS. 


Two of Them Caught in Holden, and Now 
in Kansas City Jail. 


Desperate Resistance Before Sur- 
render. 


[From Tuesday's Kansas City Mail. 

' Deputy Marshal Amazon Hays left tor Hold. 
en on the Missouri Pacific last evening. lle 
went to serve a warrant on two men sus 
pected of having something to do with the 
late train robbery. Mr. Leverton, the detect- 
ive who is working up the case, went to Inde- 
pendence and there swore out a warrant charg- 
ing Geo, Campbelland one Stevens with the 
crime mentioned. The warrant was placed iu 
the hands of Marshal Liggett. The 

STAUNCH OLD DEPUTY, 
Hays, was detailed to serve it. Mr. Hays 
reached Holden after a ride of two hours onthe 
Missouri Pacific road. Ne sought the marsha! 
of Holden. Both officials had learned tiat on 
Monday eveningthe two suspected men had 
come into town trom their hidify places inthe 
woods. The whereabouts ot Stevens and 
Campbell was then ascertained. After this 
four —.— 4 men were pressed into the sery ice, 
thus forming a posse Of six. Stevens’ divorced 
wite lives in Holden, in the eastern suburbs, 
Some time ago she was divorced from him tor 
adultery, it issuid. Since the divorce she has 
been leading rather a loose life. A reconcilia 
tion between the tormer 
HUSHAND AND WIFE 

was recently effected. It was tothe sural! frame 
house where lived this woman that Stevens 
was tracked, Nothing was done by the attack- 
ing party until nearly three o'clock this morn 
ing. Then the little band started out, ana in 
the darkness surrounded Stevens’ house, The 
Deputy Marshal knocked at the front door, but 
no answer came. Alter repeated rapping a 
woman's voice came from the darkness within 

he room. She protested that there was no man 

bout the house. Immediately after her re- 
‘sponse the coarser tone of a man's voice was 
heard making reply to an exclamation 
from the woman. The teader of the 
porte told the inmates of the house that 

KESISTANCE WAS USELESS, 

and that Stevens must surrender himself. It 
seems thatthe man and woman then got up 
and dressed.

CROP REPORTs, 


Decline in the Average Condition of Cotton— 
Increase in the Vield of Tobacco. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 15.—Returns to 
the Department of Agriculture for Octobe: 
show an average condition tor the cotton 
States of 51 percent, a decline since Septem- 
ber 1 of 4 per cent. Compared’ with 
1877. there is it decline 
ot a per cent in the condition, 
which was then ninety. Storms of great se 
verity visited Louisiana and Mississippi, caus- 
ing great damage.

hes been harvested in good condition, show- 


ing in general an excellent quality. Late crops 
were materially damaged by frostin Ohio and 
Slightly so in a few localities in Virginia and 
Tennessee, The decline in Missouri is ascribed 
to drouth.

Views of the Mine Operators on the Proposed 
Demand of Three Cents a Bushel. 


This morning the delegates ot the twenty-six 
lodges of the Miners’ Association of Illinois in 
the Belleville district, which includes St. Clair 
and the southern portion of Madison county, 
convened in Traubles’ Hall in East St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, D. C., October 14.—Dr.. F. 
Julius Le Moyne,the first man in this country to 
favor cremation, died at his residence this at- 
ternoon at3 o'clock, aged eighty-one years. 
He has been a great sufferer from chronic 
rheumatism, so that he has been unable to 
leave his chair for a number of years. 
Moyne has figured extensively in politics, be- 
ing a candidate in 1835 for Governor of Penn 
sylvania, and at a later period a candidate tor 
the United States Senate. He was 
anti-slavery man, and in 1811 was tendered 
the position of Vice-President on the Liberty 
ticket, headed by Gerritt Smith, which he de- 
clined. He had always beenthe friend of the 
colored race, and at the time ot his death 
owned and maintained an institution at Mem- 
phis, Tenn, for the education of the negro. 
The doctor has raised a large tamily, all of 
whom have attained wealth and prominence. 
Some time ago the doctor had aturnace erect- 
edonthe grounds ef the Washington Cemetery 
to be used tor cremating purposes, but 
there huve been only’ two 
since its erection. The first. Baron de Palm, of 
New York, December 6, 1876; the second, Mrs. 
Jane Pitman, of Cincinnati, February 13, 
1878. The fire is already in the furnace for 
the cremation ot the doctor, Which will take 
place Thursday.
